THE CASH OF COL. CARLIN. 

The report made by.Gen. Turry to Gen. 
SHERMAN upon the Standing Rock troubles, 
recently published, besides vindicating the 
conduct of Lieut.-Col. W. P. Cantu, is an 
interesting contribution to the general ques- 
tion of reservation government. ‘The In- 
dian Agent at Standing Rock, the Rev. J. 
A. Srernay, made a series of complaints 
against Vol. CaRiin, the commanding offi- 
cer at Fort Yates, hard by. He complained 
that Col. Cant was constantly ‘* calling ’’ 
dances and councils without the agent’s 
consent; that he lent firearms to In- 


digns against the agent’s protest; that he 


gave hunting permits to disaffected Indians; 
that he seized the agency trader’s. cider; 
that he stirred up dissatisfaction; and per- 
suaded the Indians that he was there’ to 
watch and. supervise the agent; that he al- 
lowed Indian women great freedom in the 
fort; that he promised his influence to re- 
store certain land to the Sioux reservation; 
and that he threatened to put Indian police- 
men in the guard-house. 

Gen. Tzrky patiently examined the com- 
plaints seriatim,. “He found that Mr. Srz- 
PHAN only claimed that’ Ool’ Carty had 
called three dances in two years, and Col. 
CaRLEx, whose word is conclusive proof .in 
such. matter, said there were but two. One 
of these was on his return from a long fur- 
lough “‘ beyond sea,’”’ when the Indians came 
to him to offer hima dance asa 
compliment; the other was during the pres- 
ence of a party of visitors, who asked to see 
a dance, and then Ool. Cart sent a mes- 
senger to know if the agent had any objec- 
tions; Mr. Srapuan’s reply being that Col. 
Canuin could as he pleased... As for calling 
councils, he never met the Indians in a coun- 
cil. but once, and then they. had already- 
called it. ‘The second complaint, regarding 
the lean of fire-arms, Gen. Tmrry answers 
by asking what possible rule of the Indian Bu- 
reau. Col. Canuuox violated on the three occa- 
sions when he lent arms. He can find no 
such rule, still less any law of .the land pro- 
hibiting the loan. The charge regarding 
passes for hunting is disposed of ‘in like 
fashion—instead of habitually giving them, 
Col, CaRtix gave one only, and this 
for haunting on the. reservation, which 

required no pass. The com- 
plaints regarding stirring up dissatisfaction, 


well asks: ‘Are they, then, to be deliv ered 


dishonest or unworthy purpose to serve, 
We find him, again, objecting to the lending 
of arms to Indians for hunting purposes. 
But who gives the agent power to say that. 
the red.men shall not bear arms? © It is true 
that the sale of armsto ‘‘ uncivilized or hos- 
tile’ Indiansis prohibited; butthatis another 
matter.
